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Strong winds lift copper weatherproofing sheets off Coburn Hall

The front entrance to Cobum 
was closed on November 16th 
because flashing was coming 
up from the roof. Flashing is 
sheet metal used in waterproof¬ 
ing angles on a roof. Three 
large pieces of copper flashing 
were coming up from Cobum’s 
roof due to the extreme weath¬ 
er on that day. There was a tor¬ 
nado watch until three o’clock 
p.m. 

Winds were high and there 
was concern that the flashing 
could rip off and take flight. 
According to Dave Doubleday, 
who was at the scene and works 
for the Grounds Department, 
the metal is sharp and if it 
became airborne it could 
become a dangerous projectile. 
The front lawn of Coburn was 
roped off and students were 
diverted to the back door to 
avoid this danger. 

The Lowell Fire Department 
was called to the scene. Their 
large hook and ladder truck 
arrived and pulled onto the 
walkway in front of Coburn. 
The ladder was put up and 
leaned up against the building. 
John Murphy, a working fore¬ 
man in charge of the South 


Campus grounds, climbed up 
the ladder in order to assess the 
situation. 

Coburn’s roof is made of 
slate, a material that becomes 
slippery when wet, and because 
of the roof’s angle and the 
stormy weather it was decided 
that it would be too dangerous 
to send someone up onto it. 
The flashing, meanwhile, was 
hanging from the roof. 

Leo Mello, the Supervisor of 
the Grounds Department, and 
Joe Corea, another working 
foreman, went into Cobum and 
up onto the right side of the 
roof through a trap door where 
there is a flat area of roof. They 
were able to bend one of the 
pieces of flashing and lift it off. 
This eliminated one of the 
potential dangers. 

The weather was getting 
worse and it was decided that it 
would be too much of a risk to 
send anyone on the angled front 
part of the roof. The hook and 
ladder left and the firemen said 
that they would return if they 
were needed. There was noth¬ 
ing further that could be done 
in the wild weather, and every¬ 
one dispersed. 


According to Fred Perult of 
the Facilities Department, it 
was necessary to call in roof¬ 
ing contractors later that after¬ 
noon. The men called in were 
willing to go onto the roof that 
day, but Perult judiciously 


decided to wait until the weath¬ 
er subsided rather than put the 
lives of these men at risk. The 
contractors later removed the 
pieces of flashing that were 
falling off and were then to 
repair the roof. High winds 


continued to present a problem 
and as of Monday, Fred Perult 
was awaiting word from the 
roofers as to the status of their 
work. He was hoping that the 
roof problem would soon be all 
wrapped up.

After hearing about and dis¬ 
cussing it for years, the long 
awaited mill renovations may 
finally begin to take place. The 
Lawrence Mills, located behind 
the Wannalancit Mill complex, 
have had the attention of uni¬ 
versity officials for quite some 
time. They would like to 
access it for new and additional 
laboratory and academic learn¬ 
ing space. 

At present, the University of 
Lowell has roughly one million 
square feet of academic learn¬ 
ing space that is used for class¬ 
room teaching and laboratory 
research. For comparable size 
universities nationwide, the 
average amount of available 
space is doubled, according to 
President William Hogan. With 
the addition of the mill space, 
the university could approach 
this national average for learn¬ 
ing space. 

The entire cost of the original 
plan and design for the mill 
renovations is about $180 mil¬ 
lion based on fiscal 1988-89 


figures. At the present time, it 
seems all but impossible to 
move forward on the entire pro¬ 
ject, but there are viable alter¬ 
natives. At the last Board of 
Trustees meeting. Dr. Thomas 
Costello, Vice-President for 
Technical Resource Develop¬ 
ment, presented a proposal that 
would begin the renovations, 
but only to a select portion of 
the complex. 

In this proposal, the Univer¬ 
sity would purchase two of the 
buildings that are in beuer con¬ 
dition for between $22-25 mil¬ 
lion. These buildings are 
already “habitable” according 
to Costello and would see 
“minimal” renovation in order 
to keep costs low. The Board 
of Trustees must vote on the 
matter to approve it and to initi¬ 
ate the project. 

The big question remaining 
is how all this will be paid for. 
There are many ways that this 
project could be financed. The 
money could, though unlikely, 
come from direct appropriation

(CPS)-Students associated with 
the College Republicans chap¬ 
ter at the University of North 
Carolina at Wilmington con¬ 
ducted a swift hostile takeover 
of a campus group headed by a 
leftist student the first week of 
November. 

About 15 newcomers—in¬ 
cluding leaders of the campus 
College Republicans—showed 
up unannounced at the Nov. 1 
meeting of the Campus Aware¬ 
ness Organization (CAO), and, 
overwhelming the few previous 
CAO members there, 
impeached CAO’s officers. 

The new members then elect¬ 
ed each other as officers, voted 
to change the group’s constitu¬ 
tion and to return the $200 in 
funding CAO receives to the 
student government. 

While the student govern¬ 
ment investigates the situation, 
other funds of the group have 
been frozen. 

“It was a personal vendetta 
against Denny,” said Candace 
Kramer, one of the deposed 
CAO Officers. 

Former CAO President 
Denny Best helped start Colle¬ 
gians for Socialism at UNC last 
year at about the same time he 
co-founded CAO, which dis¬ 
claims any specific political 
goals. 

Former UNC student Jeff 
Hinckle founded CAO last year 
in an effort to “combat apathy 
on campus.” The group dis¬ 
tributes literature on organiza¬ 
tions such as Greenpeace, 
Amnesty International and the 
Sierra Club, and does volunteer 
work for the Salvation Army 
and the United Way. 

“Unfortunately, CAO got 
caught in the middle because of 
my political leaning,” Best said. 

“We went in because of a 
lack of initiative by the group,” 
replied new CAO Vice Presi¬ 
dent Gidget Wilson. “We’d 


thought about it, we were orga¬ 
nized, and we had reasons for 
what we did.” 

New CAO President Dave 
rose said it was “not a commu¬ 
nist takeover. Everything was 
done democratically. The for¬ 
mer officers are sore losers.” 

The tactics mirror a similar 
College Republican takeover of 
Minnesota’s statewide Public 
Interest Research Group 
(PIRG) in 1986. 

At that time, College Repub¬ 
lican National Committee head¬ 
quarters in Washington, D.C., 
sent a memo to its campus 
chapters recommending ways 
to wreck rival “leftist” student 
groups like PIRGs. 

At Minnesota, College 
Republican members attended a 
PIRG meeting in force, outvot¬ 
ing unsuspecting previous 
members and eventually gain¬ 
ing control of the group’s 
board. Once in control of the 
board, the newcomers voted to 
refuse to accept more funding. 

At Wilmington, Rose 
promised CAO will remain 
open for business even after 
emptying its treasury. Best is 
dubious. 

“College Republicans have 
publicly stated that the CAO is 
against everything they believe, 
so why would they want to run 
it?” he said. 

Campus College Republican 

chapter President Wes Ward did 
not return repeated phone calls, 
but Rose denied any connection 
between the takeover and the 
chapter. “I’m not a College 
Republican,” Rose said. 

Student government Presi¬ 
dent Jim Humphries dismissed 
Rose’s denial. “Because (the 
takeover) was motivated by 
College Republicans—even if 
all the members weren’t Col¬ 
lege Republicans—it still 
reflects on them, so they are 
responsible.”

from the state; the university 
could hire a firm to issue 
“bonds” to pay for the work, 
paying back the money over a 
period of years; or the Universi¬ 
ty of Lowell Building Authority 
could finance the project 
through the issue of its own 
bonds. 

The building authority 
may have some trouble getting 
approval for financing such a 
project. They legally have a 
“debt ceiling” of roughly $44 
million. They currently have 
roughly $41 million in debt 
between the outstanding bonds 
of Fox Hall and the money 
spent for New North and New 

South. The “ceiling” could be 
increased, but it would take a 
vote of the state legislature, 
having to pass in both the 


House of Representatives and 
the State Senate. 

There are also state 
and federal agencies that deal in 
financing such projects in high¬ 
er education. A state organiza¬ 
tion called HEFA, Health Edu¬ 
cation Financing Administra¬ 
tion, constantly funds the build¬ 
ing and renovation of facilities 
across the state. A federal 
organization called SallieMae is 
also in the business of funding 
projects of this type. 

By using one of these 
agencies, the university could 
get loans at low or no interest. 
It would be nice to see such a 
project take form after so much 
time has elapsed. This could be 

one piece of encouraging news 
for ULowcll during a period of 
financial crisis.

Students may enter 
no more than one composition, 
which need not have been 
composed during the year of 
entry. Compositions, entered 
under pseudonyms, are 
considered by a preliminary 
panel of judges before going to 
a final panel. Last year’s 
preliminary judges were Ronald 
Caltabiano, Gary Schneider, 
and Joelle Wallach with 
Ulysses Kay as Consultant. 
The final judges were Michael 
Charry, Paul Dresher, Ursula 
Mamlok, Bernard Rands, Lalo 
Schifrin, Larry A. Smith, Stuart 
Saunders Smith, and Harry 
Gilber Trythall. William 
Schuman and Milton Babbitt 
are chairman emeritus and 
chairman, respectively, of the 
final judging panel.

OUR TOWN

The U-Lowell Players 
production of OUR TOWN 
may not have been performed 
in front of a sold out crowd on 
the night of November 18th 
(after all, they were competing, 
for attention on that night with 
the GOLDEN GIRLS) but 
everyone present(including 
yours truly) showed a little 
human emotion by the last act. 

OUR TOWN is about 
Grover’s Corners, N.H. just 
across the line from 
Massachusetts. The first actor 
to appear on stage was the 
Stage Manager(Glen Grimard) 
who introduced the layout of 
the town (the stage was bare 
except for a few chairs 


marking what would be the 
boundaries of the town)as well 
as the principal characters in 
the play. He served as the 
unifying force for what could 
have been simply a collection 
of disjointed scenes. So the 
stage was set for the appearance 
of the Gibbs’s and the Webb’s 
whose houses occupied 
opposite sides of the stage. The 
first act was filled with well 
rehearsed and quickly timed 
quips and conversation with 
hardly any dead air. Mrs 
Webb(as played be Felicia 
Thompson) created a character 
of proper refinement who 
played out the actions of fixing 
breakfast as if she was in a real 
kitchen. Both she and Mrs. 


Gibbs(Patti Linnett) established 
the parameters of their 
imaginary homes and stuck to 
them. Their movements helped 
create walls and furniture 
where there was only air. 

The second act offered 
the marriage of George 
Gibbs(Brian Rivers) to Emily 
Webb(Beth Anderson) and the 
third act presented the death of 
Emily. OUR TOWN ends 
unhappily for the characters 
and some of the audience 
members but the message it 
gave me was “seize the day.” 
Emily helps us understand that 
none of us really live life every, 
every minute but the play 
leaves you hoping that you can 
change that. 


The Players have 
acquired some new blood. 
Many of the actors can mark 
this play as their debuts on the 
U-Lowell stage. Brian Rivers 
played George as an immature 
young man searching for a way 
to express himself. His 
hesitations with words helped 
create a wonderful portrait of a 
small town boy. Beth Anderson 
lacked the immaturity of a 
young Emily but her passionate 
speech at the end of the play 
sent chills down my spine. I 
hurt with her. Bob Kelly and 
Patti Linnett offered a 
comfortable and compassionate 
Mr and Mrs Gibbs(just a little 
dead air in the second act) and 
Rich Peck played the often 


bumbling Mr Webb with the 
right touch of subtle humor. 
All the actors should be proud 
of their performances. The 
only element wrong with this 
production was the sound. The 
organ music was often too loud 
and, except for Glen Grimard’s 
powerful baritone, often 
drowned out the words of the 
actors speaking. Mike Towers, 
Janet Goyette(whose shrill 
voice made her great choice for 
a bratty younger sister), John 
Barrett and all the actors did a 
great job creating and 
presenting OUR TOWN for an 
appreciative crowd.

Parking Committee Meets: Pawtucket Street to be Blocked Off!

In March, after a heated 
rally on the steps of Dugan, a 
Parking Committee was estab¬ 
lished by the President to 
address the problem of parking 
here on campus. 

The first meeting of the 
semester was held on Wednes¬ 
day afternoon, on Nov.22. The 
agenda included: 1. security of 
the parking lots;2. Pawtucket 
St. Areas on north and south 
campus;3. The University 
efforts to increase parking;4. 
Expansion project;5. Parking 
lot adjacent to the Lovejoy 
lot;6. Distribution of the new 
Parking Stickers. 

Chief Rowe addressed the 
problem of the security of the 
lots. Since September, the 
Commuter Association and the 
resident students have com¬ 
plained of cars being vandal¬ 
ized. A proposal in the works, 
which is ready for implementa¬ 
tion, was presented by the 
Chief of University Police. The 


proposal call for the hiring of 
University students to patrol the 
lots, working much like the 
Escort service. This student 
core of students would ticket 
illegally parked cars, make sure 
students have parking stickers, 
and patrol the lot to prevent 
break ins. There is money for 
training, paying and the outfit¬ 
ting of the student patrols. The 
only thing needed at this point 
are students to work from 8AM 
to 10PM. Chief Rowe said that 
his men write up to 150 tickets 
a day. Such an idea was 
deemed praiseworthy by the 
parking committee, and awaits 
the students to man the parking 
lots. 

Pawtucket Street was next 
on the agenda. Dean King 
spoke on the area of Pawtucket 
St. running in front of Fox Stu¬ 
dent Union. The Residence 
Hail Staff have for a long time 
wanted to block off the street in 
front of Fox, for use only by 
University students. Their rea¬ 
sons for petitioning this move 
were mainly safety reasons, but 
is also a move wanted by the 


University. The city of Lowell 
has given a verbal approval 
turning over the land to the 
University. The logistics of the 
takeover are still being worked 
out. Part of the takeover would 
include the closing of Pawtuck¬ 
et at the Hydroelectric Plant. 
There would be an opening of 
the lower Fox parking lot onto 
Aiken St. Chief Rowe raised 
the concern of closing the 
bridge over the canal, saying 
that emergency vehicles would 
not have the easy access over 
the canal bridge if closed off. 
Dean King called for the forma¬ 
tion of a committee to address 
the logistics of the street clos¬ 
ing. 

The opposite end of Paw¬ 
tucket street came under ques¬ 
tioning. The Chairperson of the 
Commuter Association brought 
up the concerns of many com¬ 
muters. These concerns lie in 
students parking by the river; 
Who will plow the area and 
keep the area sanded? The City 
or the University? Mark 
Malkasian assured the commit¬ 
tee that the area would be 


plowed and maintained by the 
University during winter situa¬ 
tions 

The increase in parking also 
made it to the agenda(or lack of 
increases). In a parking pro¬ 
posal presented to Dean King 
and Dr. Frederick Speronounis, 
the Commuter Association is 
calling for the formation of a 
Parking Authority to solicit 
money to build parking facili¬ 
ties. In reading of the proposal 
in the last issue of the Connec¬ 
tor, Mark Malkasian praised the 
idea and said that he would be 
the first to be a director on the 
Authority. The idea was seen 
to be a possibility by the entire 
committee members that were 
present. In talking of increas¬ 
ing parking, the topic of the 
scheduled razing of the annexes 
on plymouth st. came up. Mark 
Malkasian told the committee 
that the demolition of the three 
annexes to increase parking 
would cost S85.5K. As it stand 
now, the University has in its 
budget enough money to raze 
one of the three annexes. 

The subject of the new park¬ 


ing stickers has come up. To 
date, Chief Rowe said that they 
have issued 4,954 stickers out 
of the 9,000 undergraduates and 
the 3,000 graduate students. 

The last item on the agenda 
was the acquisition of the small 
lot adjacent to the Lovejoy lot 
on south campus. Presently, the 
city of Lowell owns the lot in 
question. City of Lowell resi¬ 
dents constantly park in the 
Lovejoy lot, taking away from 
the number of students able to 
park in the lot. There had been 
talk about having them towed 
out, but the University can't 
enforce keeping them out when 
the residents could turn around 
and park in the city owned lot. 
If the University owned the lot, 
enforcement measures could 
then be taken. 

The Parking Committee was 
establish to meet the needs of 
the students. Your comments to 
this article will be entertained at 
the next meeting to be held in 
December.

enlightening reading. 

As far as a registration period 
is concerned, Ms. Nole gave us 
gym space for one night in 
order for the club to hold a 
demonstration and registration. 
Furthermore, Ms. Nole knew 
that the Karate Club would take 
care of registration and gave no 
indication that procedures for 
registering for the class would 
be any different.

He has 
put four years into this club 
only to see it going down the 
drain. He has put many exas¬ 
perating and frustrating hours 
into trying to make this club 
work.

In the true spirit of Christmas, the Student Government Associa¬ 
tion is sponsoring their annual Head Start Christmas party for dis¬ 
advantaged children in the Greater Lowell area. Roughly $2,000 
will be spent on toys, gifts, and decorations to help make some- 
bodys holiday a little bit happier.

The other "Christmas present" that we, the university communi¬ 
ty, may be recieving is the beginning of a new ULowell. There 
were plans proposed at the last trustees meeting that would begin 
the renovation of a portion of the Lawrence Mills and there is a 
proposal to build a new sports/entertainment arena for the uni- 
veristy in conjunction with the city. 

What seems like centuries ago, the esteemed Micheal Dukakis 
came to Lowell and told us of all these wonderful projects that 
ULowell was to benefit from. Well right now there is absolutely 
no chance that the state will "give" us these "gifts", but all hope is 
not gone. The university wants to take control of the mill project 
and fund it independantly of the state. The eventual completion of 
this project will double the amount of available classrom space here 
at the university. The initial step will be to utilize two of the build¬ 
ings almost immediately. 

The other signifigant event is the possibility of having a new 
arena available for hockey, basketball, recreation, concerts, 
andother university events that will require large seating capacity. 
The arena would be built in conjunction with the city of Lowell and 
would also be available for their use. 

In these troubled times we are facing here at ULowell I thought 
it would be nice to point out some of the good things that are still 
happening around here. There are people out there who are and 
will continue to try to make theuniversity and the community a bet¬ 
ter place for everybody. We musn't ever give up hope. We can 
always make a difference, and we must try to remember that.

Now is the time to become political 


Now is the time for students 
and other members of the Uni¬ 
versity of Lowell community to 
make a concerted political 
effort to reverse cuts in the bud¬ 
get. I mean right now. Today. 
The legislature is debating our 
future today! At stake are two 
related issues: additional effort 
to put back the last $25 million 
cut. Act now: call and write 
your representative on Beacon 
Hill. As I said at the rally, this 
is breakfast-table politics - you 
must convince your parents, 
neighbors and co-workers that 
public higher education needs 
the money and that the state can 
afford it. They must act too. 
First, why do we deserve it? 
MA. has one of the highest edu¬ 
cation levels in the country, this 
is why companies move/stay 
here. Our quality has 
improved: three times as much 
statewide funded research as 
1981; improved SAT scores for 
freshmen (39 point gain since 
1980; 71 points above the 
nation); statewide student facul¬ 
ty ratios at the national average; 
administrative costs below the 
national average; and tuition 
and fee levels above the nation¬ 
al average. We are competitive. 
However, state spending as a 
percent of income is among the 
lowest in the country. If the 
state does not restore its share 
of funding, we will lose these 
gains. The message should be 
clear. Our future as a dynamic 


economy is at stake. We pro¬ 
vide a vital state service. 

Secondly, the state can afford 
to raise revenue. One way is 
through user fees. However, as 
you students know, the univer¬ 
sity raised tuition and fees by 
more than $600 this year. 
Tuition and fees exceed the 
30% of cost level that the 
Regents and legislature agreed 
to three years ago. This puts 
ULowell among the top 25% of 
public universities in tuition 
and fees. Most of the budget 
reversion for ULowell was off¬ 
set by increased student fees 
this year. You have paid your 
fair share and then some. 

The other alternative is to 
assume that public higher edu¬ 
cation benefits the whole popu¬ 
lation and should be paid for by 
the whole taxpaying public. 
MA. has a significant capacity 
to raise additional revenue. 
MA. taxpayers are among the 
richest in the country and pay a 
comparatively small share of 
income in state taxes. We are 
more than a billion dollars 
below the tax cap set just two 
years ago. We can afford it. 
What is lacking is the political 
will. The Senate and Governor 
approve. We need just eighty- 
one votes in the House. That is 
our task. 

Students are not taken serious¬ 
ly, as you discovered at your 
rally. You would have received 
more publicity if one of the 


buses had become stuck on 
Storrow Drive. You are not 
taken seriously, because stu¬ 
dents don’t vote! Only 29% of 
young voters did in the 1988 
presidential race. Howie Carr 
ridicules students who aren’t 
registered or don’t even know 
the names of their representa¬ 
tives. 

That sets the strategy: register, 
know the facts, lobby hard, and 
vote your interests. Do it now! 
The Republicans will never 
vote more revenue this year. So 
they must be lobbied for more 
higher education funds and a 
greater ULowell share. If all 
you do is Duke-bash, they will 
give you a big smile and noth¬ 
ing else. If they say they are 
for you, make them show it 
with their votes. Know your 
friends and enemies. 

The more progressive option is 
to convince the Democratic 
majority that there is support 
for state programs like higher 
education. They think other¬ 
wise at the moment. Remem¬ 
ber, they won’t give you a big¬ 
ger share at the expense of 
infant nutrition programs or 
elderly care. Only a broad 
coalition of public services will 
succeed. Opinion polls show 
people support taxes to pay for 
these programs. You must con¬ 
vince eighty-one people on 
Beacon Hill.

Set the record straight 
on women in engineering 


I read the article on Women 
in Engineering in Nov. 16th*s 
issue of the Connector and 
although I thought it had some 
good points it also had some 
bad points. I wouldn’t say it 
was totally biased but it did 
lean to one side a bit and I 
would like to clear the air about 
women in engineering. 

I have chosen engineering as 
my career field and yes I have 
heard that it is male dominated 
but through no fault of its own 
has it been so. Math and Sci¬ 
ences were not stressed as an 
intregal part of academia for 
women prior to the 1960’s and 
not till the 1970’s was it a 
viable alternative for women to 
strive for. Yes women did 
study math prior to that time 
but the majority of their math 
skills were used to balance their 
household budget that consisted 
of one income. In the late 60’s

One of the reasons for 
this was that women were 
choosing jobs in the business 
field. 

Well, now more women are 
entering engineering, not alot, 
just a mere trickle in compari¬ 
son to other fields. Why you 
may ask? Well the answer is 
not male dominance, lack of 
support and encouragement, or 
discrimination which were all 
mentioned in that article. I will 
not say that there is none of that 
in the engineering field or in 
the business world. There has 
been many articles written 
about the “Glass Ceiling” and 
the “Boys Club” but that can be 
talked about at a later time. 

Women and men both have 
declined in entering the engi- 


There was an article in last 
weeks Connector titled “The 
Art of Karate Deceit at ULow- 
ell; It Will Not Continue!”. It 
was written by Keith Reynolds, 
Jennifer Walsh, and Mike Mal¬ 
donado. However, it was prob¬ 
ably dictated to them by Mary 
Nole; and either the lead in 
their pencils broke while taking 
notes from her or she knowing¬ 
ly and willingly gave the stu¬ 
dents false information. There 
is ABSOLUTELY NO DECEIT 
in the University of Lowell 
Karate Club or any of its mem¬ 
bers. The aim of this article is 
not to condemn Mary Nole or 
any other member of the 
administration, but to clarify 
and elaborate on the misguided 
conceptions presented in last 
weeks article. 

The first point I would like to 
address is that of the payments 
of our primary instructor. It 
was stated that he was paid 
under the table which is entirely 
untrue. The ULowell Shotokan 
Karate Club is a non-profit 
organization with national 
acceptance. What this means is 
that the Karate Club has a non¬ 
profit and tax exemption num¬ 
ber that has been given to them 
by the Federal Government. 
This means that all transactions 
that take place are tracked 
under this number and 
reviewed annually. The 
instructor is required to claim 
his extra earnings on his yearly 


neering field. There have been 
alot of statistics on that subject, 
to quote an article, ‘In the last 
20 years, science majors have 
declined by a third; since 1982, 
engineering majors have 
declined 25 percent.’ That is a 
huge gap. One reason is that 
math and sciences are not 
stressed in school. School (K- 
12) seems right now to be a 
babysitting service just rotating 
students through the grades, 
students graduate without hav¬ 
ing 8th grade reading skills (I 
hear that is the bare minimum). 
So, how are they supposed to 
enter the engineering field? I 
want to clarify that I am not 
claiming that the majority of 
students graduating from high 
school don’t have a good edu¬ 
cation; just that there are some 
that don’t. Lots of schools are 
now adding courses to prep stu¬ 
dents for college. They are 
realizing some of the deficen- 
cies and are now starting to cor¬ 
rect them. 

To get back to the article in 
question she also stated lots of 
ratios, well until more women 
start focusing their studies to 
Math and Sciences that’s the 
way that the ratios will stay for 
female student and faculty 
members. 

The College of Engineering 
has always been enthusiastic in 
encouraging women and 
minorities to enter the Engi¬ 
neering field as an academic 
pursuit but people that I’ve 
talked to seem to see Engineer¬ 
ing as a very dry curriculum to 
study. 

Yes there is money in engi¬ 
neering but what else? Well so 
far all I’ve heard is that Electri¬ 
cal Engineers just sit at their 
desk drawing schematic dia¬ 
grams all day, Nuclear Engi¬ 
neers play with uranium rods 
alot and try to stop leaks from 
their power plants (they also by 
the way glow in the dark!), 
Mechanical Engineers play 


income tax forms. In other 
words, the Federal Government 
is aware of the system they 
themselves implemented and 
approved. Because the club has 
more involvement outside the 
University, they have been 
given this privilege and operate 
as other non-profit organiza¬ 
tions do. Keith Reynolds, Jen¬ 
nifer Walsh, and Mike Maldon¬ 
ado are quoted as saying “As a 
tax paying, extremely low- 
wage employee of the Universi¬ 
ty, I find this quite unfair”. If 
one of them is unhappy with 
their present employment, may 
I humbly suggest other employ¬ 
ment or to complain to the Fed¬ 
eral Government. 

The next misconception that 
must be addressed is that of the 
so-called clearly outlined class 
aspect of the organization.

King stating “See Me”, not 
“Effective with the Fall ‘89 
term, the Karate Club will be 
incorporated within our Recre¬ 
ational Sports program” as the 
three misinformed students had 
incorrectly stated.

There are 
different societies, clubs and 
organizations at this school that 
are there to help students with 
problems such as these. These 
clubs act as a go between the 
Administration and the student. 
I for one am an officer in one of 
those organizations, the Society 
of Women Engineers which is 
located in EB412 and we would 
like to know of students that 
have problems such as these. I 
don’t feel that women in engi¬ 
neering should have to 
‘Beware’ just that they should 
be more ‘Aware’ of the facets 
of the engineering field open to 
them.

The fact is , 
John Fairbanks, our instructor, 
is willing to sign a contract and 
has been to see Mary Nole on 
many occasions to confirm his 
contract. Not to mention that 
we also have three other 
instructors who are willing to 
sign a contract for S0.00 (zero 
dollars). In other words, they 
will instruct for free under a 
contract. Also, there is a black 
belt student on campus who is 
more than willing to instruct a 
class. It seems to me that with 
all these people willing to teach 
Karate free of charge that the 
least we could expect is a little 
gym space. 

Well before the summer of 
‘89, Adam Wasylyshyn met 
briefly with Ms. Nole in a stair¬ 
well at Costello Gym. I’m sure 
he was well informed about the 
school’s intentions in these fif¬ 
teen minutes. Not to mention 
the fact that Adam would no 
longer be the president of the 
club after that semester. It 
seems to me that perhaps some- 


There are various reasons for 
the clubs apprehension in Ms. 
Nole’s program. One primary 
reason is the club’s violation of 
its New England Collegiate 
Karate Conferences charter. 
(ULowell was one of the prima¬ 
ry schools that founded the 
N.E.C.K.C.) The organization 
must be a club, not a gym class 
to correctly practice and train 
for our semester tournaments, 
some of which were at ULow¬ 
ell. The club does not mind if 
Ms. Nole offers a gym class or 
what teacher she hires, the 
ULowell Karate Club just 
wants to go on as a club, not a 
gym class. However, according 
to Ms. Nole’s program, the club 
would have to obtain its own 
gym space which she controls 
and doesn’t wish to give up for 
club related purposes. ULowell 
always places in at least one 
event at these tournaments and 
competitions. If anyone has 
ever won anything in a sporting 
event, they know how it feels to 
be presented a trophy in front 
of hundreds of people 

I think the ULowell Karate 
Club’s past should be evaluated 
in this sensitive controversy. 
The club has done a lot of good 
things for both the school and 
the students. The club has been 
on campus for over twenty 
years without any problems or 
serious injuries. The club also 
started the Student Escort Ser¬ 
vice which now provides an 
undisputed service to its stu¬ 
dents. They do not get gym 


one should have contacted the 
new president or the club mail¬ 
box in general. 

It is true that Dean King sent 
a memo to the club, a memo 
which I did see. If my memory 
serves me correctly, it was writ¬ 
ten on letter head paper, said 
“See me” and was signed with 
a scribble that we determined 
was Dean King’s signature. As 
far as disregarding the memo, 
Adam went to see Dean King 
the following day. Most people 
don’t go out of their way to 
deal with junk mail. They usu¬ 
ally just throw it away. 

As of this past September, 
Mary Nole was uncertain as to 
how the club would function 
under her department. In our 
meeting, Ms. Nole also told us 
we could try to get space else¬ 
where to workout while the 
administrative forces in the uni¬ 
versity determined exactly how 
the club would function as a 
non-credit instructional pro¬ 
gram. The club is still waiting 
to hear how it will work. 

According to three students, 
the club wanted to work around 
Ms. Nole in order to gain 
money. To my knowledge, the 
club has been run the same way 
since it began here at Lowell 
many years ago. That is not to 
say that it has always been the 
right way. On this we stand 
corrected. However, no student 
has profited monetarily from 
this organization. All money 
has been for fees or gone 
directly back into the club for 
equipment such as belts for pro¬ 
motions. Any trips the club has 
made have been from proceeds 
from fund raising, SGA alloca¬ 
tions, and/or from the individu¬ 
al students. The club is allowed 
to collect fees from its members 
in order to support itself. These 
are the rules according to all 
club guidelines. I suggest that 
the Student Employees of 
Recreational Sports get a copy 
of the SGA allocation guide¬ 
lines and study it. It is really

credit. The club has both facul¬ 
ty and staff enrolled that can 
attest to its authenticity. Don’t 
tell me it is just for gym credit, 
because there are many other 
activities a student can enroll 
in. Also, the last time I 
checked, we weren’t in Russia, 
our students and faculty still 
have the freedom of choice at 
the University. Rather they 
take hang gliding for $75.00, 
Karate for $50.00, aerobics for 
$25.00, or volleyball for free is 
entirely their choice.

One 
of the biggest false accusations 
in last weeks article stated that 
“those interested in the class 
aspect are not called club mem¬ 
bers unless they are truly inter¬ 
ested in being with the club”. 1 
see those three misguided stu¬ 
dents never went to a class and 
don’t know the first thing about 
how the club operates. How do 
you think the club can have a 
free banquet for all of its mem¬ 
bers and their guests at the end 
of the semester? It is the direct 
participation of this majority in 
fund-raising events such as cof¬ 
fee and doughnut days and 
pizza days that enabled the club

to provide this banquet. Why 
would students take time out of 
their busy schedule to help the 
club out if they did not enjoy it?

Another, point concerned the 
matter of S.G.A. funding.

Why Army R.O.T.C. 


Army R.O.T.C. is an oppor¬ 
tunity for students seeking a 
commission to earn one in the 
United States Army. This is not 
the only advantage to Army 
R.O.T.C. There are many 
advantages that persuade peo¬ 
ple to choose Army R.O.T.C. 

Army R.O.T.C. can trace it’s 
roots back to 1819 when Cap¬ 
tain Alden Partridge, a former 
superintendent of West Point, 
created The American Literary, 
Scientific and Military Acade¬ 
my. The institution is now Nor¬ 
wich University in Vermont. 
The concept spread to such 
institutions as Virginia Military 
Institute and The Citadel. With 
the Morrill Act in 1862, all land 
grant colleges must offer mili¬ 
tary instruction. This Act, by 
the turn of the century, had 
more than 100 institutions 
engaging in military instruc¬ 
tion. 

In 1916, Congress passed the 
National Defense Act. This act 
unified The Regular Army, 
Army Reserve and The Nation¬ 
al Guard. In edition it made 
provisions for established mili¬ 
tary instruction or formally 
known as Reserve Officer 
Training Corp. 

At the start of World War I, 
R.O.T.C. put thousands of offi¬ 
cers in the reserve and active 
duty components of the Army. 
At the beginning of World War 
II the Army called 56,000 
R.O.T.C. officers to duty in a 


six month period. At the end 
the Army saw over 100,000 
called. Since 1945, over 
358,000 men and women have 
earned their commissions 
through R.O.T.C. 

In 1964 Provisions for 
R.O.T.C. were established. 
These provisions are a subsis¬ 
tence allowance, scholarships 
and a fast paced Two-year Pro¬ 
gram. The allowance is now 
$100 a month (while in school 
or military classes). Scholar¬ 
ships are variable, there are 2, 3 
or 4 year scholarships. The 
Two year program allows 
incoming juniors to take an 
accelerated course of military 
study and be commissioned the 
summer they graduate. 

The advantages of ROTC are 
incredible and worthwhile. The 
skills that ROTC teaches and 
develops are essential to any¬ 
one whether the military is your 
goal or not.

between Basic and Advanced? 
Advanced Course signifies that 
a cadet is contracted. To be 
contracted means that person 
has signed a contract obligating 
them to military service. 
Although this may seem to be a 
disadvantage it really isn’t. 
This is when the allowance is 
given. In addition other privi¬ 
leges accompany the contract. 
When contracted, cadets may 
use facilities on military instal¬ 
lations like the clothing 
exchange. The big advantage is 
that you have now accepted a 
commission as a Second Lieu¬ 
tenant in the U.S. Army. 

Additional Training is also 
offered through Professional 
Development Schools. These 
are U.S. Army Institutions such 
as Mountain Warfare, Jungle 
Warfare, Arctic Training, Air 
Assault, Airborne and Ranger 
School.
